Sadat rules out normalisation of

TEL AVIV, July 2 (R). — A 
plan to build five large Jewish 
cities fa the occupied West 
Bank and settle 150,000 peop- 
le in the area is being studied 
by the Israeli Minister of Ag- 
riculture, Ariel Sharon. 

Mr. Sharon, who heads the 
minis terial settlement comm- 
ittee which decides on the es- 
tablishment of Jewish villages 
said today on Israel Radio that 
the plan has not yet been dis- 
cussed by the government and 
no decision has been taken on 

it.- - , . 

The rightwing Likud bloc 
which heads the government 
supports Jewish settlement of 
the West Bank. 

The latest plan was drawn 
up by Likud experts and pre- 
sented to Mr. Sharon yester- 
day. 

The plan envisages urban ce- 
ntres in various parts of the 
West Bank and linked by a 
network of fast motorways 
with Jerusalem and Tel Aviv. 

But Jewish Agency settle- 
ment department experts, who 
have seen the plan, say it is 
unlikely to succeed for lack of 
settlers. 

Immediately after his gener- 
al election victory in May, Pri- 
me Minister Menacbem Begin 
said his government favoured 
new settlements fa the occu- 
pied areas. 

But he has made no further 
statements on the issue in the 
run-up to his meeting with 
President Carter "fa Washington 
this month. 

The four-year plan also in- 
cludes 43 agricultural" and in- 
dustrial settlements fa the oc- 


cupied territories, the West 
Book, Sinai and the Golan He- 
ights fa addition to 30 appro- 
ved by the former Labour go- 
vernment before its election 
defeat 

Since the end of the 1967 
war Israel has established 77 
Jewish settlements fa the oc- 
cupied areas. 


BEIRUT, July 2 (R). — Egypt- 
ian President Anwar Sadat sa- 
id the Arabs could not accept 
diplomatic or trade relations 
with Israel as part of an over- 
all Middle East settlement ac- 
cording to a Lebanese magaz- 
ine. 

The weekly AI Usbu’ A1 Ara- 
bi said the Egyptian leader sta- 


ted this when he met President 
Carter in Washington last Ma- 
rch for talks on the Middle 
East problem. 

The magazine quoted Presi- 
dent Sadat as saying in an in- 
terview that he had pointed 
out to the U.S. leader : "If we

Spain grapples with public 
enemy no. 1: Inflation

MADRID, July 2 (R). — Prime 
Minister Adolfo Suarez was 
today trying to form a new 
cabinet capable of resolving 
the country’s economic crisis 
which the central bank said 
required urgent anti-inflation 
measures. 

: In a key policy speech pub- 
lished today, Governor Jose 
Manuel Lope de Letona of the 
Bfaik of Spain said the battle 
against inflation was the co- 


untry’s most pressing problem. 

Unless a solution was found, 
foreign creditors could lose co- 
nfidence in Spain and no atte- 
mpt to cut down the unemploy- 
ment rate or the country’s fo- 
reign debt would succeed, he 
said. 

Spain's inflation rate looks 
likely to reach 30 per cent in 
1977, according to the figures 
for the first six months of the 
year. 

Prime Minister Suarez, who 
won the June 15 elections and 
has promised to announce his 
new government on Tuesday, 
had his third meeting this we-

TEL AVIV. July 2 (R). — U.S. 
Senator Jacob Javits arrived 
here today for a four-day visit 
For talks with Israeli Premier 
Menacbem Begin and other Is- 
raeli leaders before going on 
to Jordan, Saudi Arabia and 
Syria on a Middle East fact- 
finding tour. 

Speaking to journalists wh- 
en he arrived, Senator Javits, 
a Republican, expressed satis- 
faction at President Carter's 
decision to stop commenting 
on specific aspects of the Mid- 
dle East situation until after 
the visit to Washington by Mr. 
Begin later this month. 

“These declarations have on- 
ly increased Arab illusions and 
Israeli concerns," said the se- 
nator, an influential member 
of the Senate Foreign Relati- 
ons Committee. 

President Carter at a news 
conference on June 30 said he 
believed his administration’s 
position on the Middle East 
had been adequately discussed. 
“It is important in the next 
three weeks we refrain from 
additional comments on spe- 
cifics," he said. 

Senator Javits said today : 
"I have complete faith in Pre- 


sident Carter's intentions for 
the Middle East and we all ag- 
ree that peace in the area must 
be achieved quickly, though 
there are differences of opinion 
on how this can be done." 

The senator expressed hope 
that there would be no con- 
frontation between the presid- 
ent and Congress over the Mid- 
dle East, bearing in mind a de- 
claration signed last week by 
nine pro-Israeli senators supp- 
orting the president’s Middle 
East policy. 

Since then Republican lea- 
ders in the Senate and House 
of Representatives have critici- 
sed publication of a statement 
last Monday by the State De- 
partment calling for Israel to 
withdraw from occupied Arab 
territories as part of a settle- 
ment. 

Senator Javits said U.S. co- 
mmitments to Israel had rema- 
ined unchanged, and American 
economic and military aid was 
continuing as before. 

He will have talks with the 
ministers of finance, foreign 
affairs and defence, as well as 
with former Premier Yitzhak 
Rabin and Prof. Yigael Yadin, 
head of the Democratic Move- 
ment for Change. 


persuade any Arab, Moslem 
or Christian to open the bor- 
ders with Israel they will not 
be able to do so. 

“After 29 years, four wars 
and rivers of blood, massacr- 
es, hatred and mobilisation ev- 
erywhere it (Israel) surprised 
us with a call for open bord- 
ers," he said. 

He added that such a call 
was “unnatural” and totally 
rejected. 

President Sadat said he had 
reit«r"te^ to the U.S. leader 
that the establishment of a 
Palestinian state was inevita- 
ble since this -- not Sinai or 
the Golan Heights -- repre- 
sented the “crux of the prob- 
lem for which we are working.” 

Such a state should be for- 
med of the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip and formally lin- 
ked to Jordan, he added. 

The Egyptian leader also sa- 
id the U.S. was fully respon- 
sible for Israel’s existence and 
survival. 

“So America is also 100 per 
cent responsible for peace in 
the Middle East. 

“We reject the concept that 
the U.S. can only be a catal- 
yst,” be added. 

However, the president said, 
the U.S. leaders’ peace-making 
efforts should be given “a full 
and genuine chance as well as 
enough time.” 

In reply to a question. Pre- 
sident Sadat said that “if Is- 
rael introduces atomic weap- 
ons to the region it will have 
to bear responsibility for this 
because we deal with such a 
situation. — 

“Even if half-a-million Egyp- 
tians perish as a result of the 
use of Israeli atomic weapons, 
we stOl can withstand this. 
But Israel will never be able 
to replenish the loss of half- 
a-million dead that I will inf- 
lict on it with what I am pre- 
paring fa retaliation,” he ad- 
ded. 


BEIRUT, July 2 (R). — A joint 
force of Israelis and Lebanese 
rightists today stormed the 
Lebanese border village of 
Yarin in a battle which could 
be the prelude to a major rig- 
htist offensive on southern Le- 
banon’s civil war fronts. Pa- 
lestinian officials said 

They said they feared that 
the attack on Yarin, just 1,200 
metres north of the border wi- 
th Israel on a strategic east- 
west road, was a feint opera- 
tion. 

This could be aimed at refle- 
cting attention from the more 
important front between a 
rightist-held enclave and left- 
ist-Palestinian strongholds no- 
rth of the village, they said. 

There were conflicting repo- 
rts on the battle, the first to 
result fa a change of positions 
since a major leftist-Palestin- 
ian offensive last April resul- 
ted in the capture of the stra- 
tegic towns of Taibeh and 
Khiam. 

Eyewitnesses reported that 
only Israeli forces, backed by 
three armoured personnel car- 
riers, were involved in captur- 
ing the leftist-held village. The 
reports said Israeli helicopters 
were seen landing on the stark 
hills overlooking Yarin. 

The Palestinian news agen- 
cy Wafa reported that Israeli 
troops and rightwing militia- 
men, supported by eight tanks, 
captured Yarin after a three- 
pronged attack from the right- 
ist-held village of Alma AI Sh- 
aab to the west, Marwchfa to 
the east, and the Israeli set- 
tlement of Zarit in the south. 

Travellers from the area said 
two of seven people wounded 
in the attack had died after be- 
ing taken to the southern port 
of Tyre, held by Palestinian 
commandos and Lebanese left- 
ists. 

The road from the village of 
Nakoura to Yarin was cut by 
concentrated mortar and artil- 
lery fire, they added. 

Wafa, however, reported that 
the defenders of the village 
had suffered no casualties. 

Wafa later reported that Pa- 
lestinian commandos and their 
leftist allies had recaptured 
Yarin. 

Wafa, whose accounts of the 
Lebanese civil war have been 
largely accurate, said forces of 
the country’s leftist-Palestinian 
alliance retook the village at 
4.30 p.m. 

But travellers to Metal! ah, in 
Israel from the vicinity of Ya- 
rin denied tonight that the vil- 
lage was now in Palestinian 
hands. 

They told Israeli residents 
across the border that the bat- 
tle for the village, which lasted 
several hours, was started after 
Palestinian commandos ambu- 
shed a rightwing militia patrol. 

Rightist reinforcements were 
called in and stormed the vil- 
lage with tanks, backed by a 
heavy artillery and mortar bo- 
mbardment, the travellers said. 


A report by the Palestinian 
news agency Wafa that the mi- 
litia attack had been assisted 
by Israeli forces was earlier 
described by Israeli military 
sources as “absolute fantasy.” 

A rightwinger who said he 
had been in today’s fighting in 
the village said the Palestinians 
had sustained many casualties. 

He said the rightist forces 
had captured large quantities of 
weapons and ammunition aba- 
ndoned by the retreating Pa- 
lestinians and leftwing forces. 

The capture of Yarin by the 
rightists would place almost the 
entire east-west road running 
parallel with the barbed wire 
fence which forms Lebanon's 
border with Israel under right- 
wing control. 

Palestinian officials said the 
thrust in the south could si- 
gnal a major offensive by the 
rightists there. 

Travellers from the south 
reported intermittent artillery 
duels between the rightist-held 
enclave there and Palestinian 
gunners facing them in the 
towns of Ibl AI Saqi and Khiam. 

There were indications that 
both sides in the south were 
bracing themselves for a round 
of all-out fighting. 

Informed rightwing sources 
said earlier this week that Maj. 


Saad Haddad, commander of 
rightwing troops in the encla- 
ve. had twice in the last 10 
days asked army headquarters 
in Beirut for permission to 
break through the leftist enci- 
rclement. 

But, the sources said, his 
signals drew no response. Maj. 
Haddad describes himself as a 
loyal Lebanese army officer but 
is not recognised by army com- 
mander Victor Khoury and his 
aides who face the arduous 
task of rebuilding the armed 
forces. 

According to reliable diplo- 
matic sources here. Maj Had- 
dad's troops have been moving 
in and out of the border villa- 
ge of Kfar Shouba through Is- 
raeli-occupied Golan Heights. 

The Israelis last month carv- 
ed a new road into the south- 
western slope of Mount Hcr- 
mon, just above Kfar Shouba 
and well inside Lebanese terri- 
tory. Diplomatic sources said 
Israeli suppers had not comple- 
ted laying tarmac on the road, 
six metres wide and solid eno- 
ugh to take tanks. 

Kfar Shouba lies eight kms. 
east of Khiam. A simultaneous 
rightwing push from there and 
the rightist enclave would ap- 
ply a vice to the Palestinians 
and their leftist allies. 


Kreisky: Palestinians 
will alter covenant if 
recognised by Israel 


TEL AVIV, July 2 (R). — Aus- 
trian Chancellor Bruno Kreisky 
told an Israeli newspaper that 
a Middle East peace would on- 
ly be possible if Israel with- 
drew from the occupied West 
Bank and a solution was fo- 
und to the Palestinian issue. 

In a weekend interview pub- 
lished by the mass-circulation 
newspaper Yediot Aharonot, 
Dr. Kreisky said ; ‘The Arabs 
will never agree to Israeli pre- 
sence on the West Bank of 
the River Jordan." 

On the Palestinian problem, 
the Austrian leader said : “Is- 
rael deludes herself if she th- 
inks the Arabs will make pea- 
ce without settling the Palesti- 
nian issue." 

Dr. Kreisky, who described 
PLO leader Yasser Arafat as 
realistic, referred to the clause 
in the Palestinian covenant ca- 
lling for the abolition of the 
state of Israel and its repla- 
cement by a secular state. 

He said : "This clause is the 
only bargaining card the Pal- 
estinians possess. They are 


sure to abolish this part of the 
covenant as soon as they are 
recognised by Israel. I would 
do the same.” 

He said he thought the Pal- 
estinian leadership would agree 
to establish a state federated 
with Jordan. “But a condition 
to such an agreement is that 
this federation will include the 
West Bank and the Gaza Str- 
ip,” Dr. Kreisky said. 

He said Egyptian and Syrian 
Presidents Anwar Sadat and 
Hafez Assad were at present 
“extraordinarily patient”, even 
with the results of the May 
elections in Israel which brou- 
ght rightwing leader Menach- 
em Begin to power. 

“But with declarations such 
as those we have recently hea- 
rd from Foreign Minister Mo- 
she Dayan and others, who kn- 
ows whether this patience will 
last long,” he said. 

The Austrian chancellor was 
referring to remarks made by 
Mr. Dayan recently indicating 
that Israel was interested in 
maintaining its present hold on 
the West Bank.

Economic problems were ge- 
nerally neglected by the cen- 
trist prime minister in his first 
year in office, when he gave 
precedence to the political re- 
forms necessary for restoring 
parliamentary democracy. 

He is now faced with the pr- 
ospect of an unpopular austeri- 
ty programme for which he wi- 
ll seed the combined support 
of fae leftwing trade onions 
and big business. 


LIBREVILLE, July 2 (R). — 
President Idi Amin of Uganda, 
making his first appearance 
outside his country since a re- 
ported assassination attempt 
last month, flew here today for 
the opening session of a sum- 
mit meeting of the Organisa- 
tion of African Unity (OAU). 

Although Uganda Radio had 
reported yesterday that Presi- 
dent Amin would not attend 
the summit, the Ugandan lead- 
er arrived about one hour be- 
fore the summit meeting for- 
mally opened in this capital 
of Gabon. 

President Amin, dressed in a 
uniform complete with rows of 
medals, appeared in good he- 
alth when he was welcomed at 
Libreville airport. He later took 
his seat in the conference hall, 
where the OAU’s 14th summit 
was opened by host President 
Omar Bongo. 

President Amin was ooe of 
22 heads of state on hand for 
the summit, which is expected 
to deal with several disputes 
among Its 49 members. 

One such dispute - - between 
chftd and the Libyan Jaraahl- 
riyah -- had complicated last- 
minute preparations for the op- 
ening session as delegates wre- 


stled with contending views 
over how it should appear on 
the agenda. 

Of the 49 members, only Be- 
nin -- which has differences 

with the host country -- was 
absent from the meeting. 

In his opening speech, Presi- 
dent Bongo appealed to dele- 
gates to make the four-day 
summit a session of reunion 
and solidarity. 

"Let us shake hands over 
our differences" he said. “We 
should be able to iron out our 
differences.” 

The disagreement between 
Chad and the Libyan .Tamahi- 
riyah appeared to be settled 
when Chad head of stqte Felix 
Malioum agreed to drop his 
country's insistence on conde- 
mning alleged Libyan aggres- 
sion in the northern part of 
his country. 

But conference sources said 
the dispute was likely to be 
raised by Chad in a different 
forum later in the summ'it- 

United Nations Secretary 
General Kurt Waldheim told 
the assembly that in the past 
year “There has been no sub- 
stantial progress as regards 
the overall situation in South- 
ern Africa." 

He said the last stages of the 
decolonisation process in Afri- 
■'ca were “proving to be the 


most difficult and are fraught 
with great dangers.” 

“I can only voice the hope 
now that next year at this ti- 
me we will be able to take sa- 
tisfaction in the steps taken 
towards the removal once and 
for all of these dangers to pea- 
ce and international security,” 
he said. 

NIMEERI CRITICISES 
SOVIET UNION 

Sudanese President Jaafar 
Nimeiri warned against the ex- 
change of one form of impe- 
rialism for another, making a 
thinly veiled reference to the 
Soviet Union when he said 
"The new social imperialism 
will only turn the continent 
into an arena of international 
conflict 

“Let us stand in solidarity 
against the new invasion," he 
said. 

It was no secret that Africa 
was divided into different gro- 
ups, he said, but the current 
summit should be one of “cou- 
rageous confrontation and fra- 
nkness and clarity.” 

President Nimeiri said it had 
to be admitted that external 
forces had benefited from dis- 
sension in Africa, and “this 
could not have happened if we 
had stood as one man.” 


But Africa had preferred to 
remain silent, which he said 
was "immoral”. 

Naming both the Soviet 
Union and the United States, 
he said it was a violation of 
the OAU charter to have mili- 
tary pacts with extra-continen- 
tal powers, or military bases 
on African soil. 

Both President Bongo and 
President Nimeiri stressed the 
need to concentrate on achie- 
ving majority rule in Southern 
Africa, while Ivory Coast Pre- 
sident Felix Houphouet-Boigny 
defended his contacts with 
white South African leaders. 

He said he had always op- 
posed apartheid, but that did 
not mean Africans should not 
try to change the views of the 
whites. 

He also said the efforts of 
Western powers to achieve a 
peaceful settlement over Nami- 
bia (South West Africa) was 
important as a first step. 

The president of Sierra Leo- 
ne, Mr. Siaka Stevens, told the 
assembly that “all acts of inter- 
ference in member states con- 
stitute an act of aggression.” 

He and other African leaders 
urged greater efforts to pro- 
mote African economic deve- 
lopment and the creation of a 
new international economic or- 
der. 


ABU DHABI. July 2 (Agencies) 
— The oil ministers of Saudi 
Arabia and the United Arab 
Emirates (UAE) are to meet for 
talks in Saudi Arabia tomor- 
row on coordinating their coun- 
tries' views on oil prices, the 
UAE News Agency reported 
today.

Chairman quits 
Rhodesian Front 

SALISBURY. July 2 (R). — 
The chairman of the ruling 
Rhodesian Front quit the par- 
ty today and launched a bitter 
attack on Prime Minister Ian 
Smith for lack of leadership. 

Mr. Des Frost, regarded as a 
rightwinger, accused Mr. Smi- 
th of refusing to plan for the 
country’s future and said the 
prime minister had become 
"completely bankrupt of ideas.” 
Mr. Frost’s resignation foll- 
ows the expulsion of 12 right- 
wingers from the Rhodesian 
Front for opposing Mr. Smith’s 
policies.

Jordanian dailies Saturday 
were concerned with the effe- 
cts of the EEC summit state- 
ment on the Middle East and 
on American-Israeii relations. 

, AL DUSTOUR in an editorial 
entitled “Towards an interna- 
tional Plan for a peaceful set- 
tlement" said that the Israeli 
reaction to the EEC's Middle 
East statement was expected. 
Begin expressed his sorrow 
and reminded the Europeans of 
the Jewish genocide that had 
taken place in Europe; the re- 
minder was more of a threat. 

The paper, added that no do- 
ubt the EEC statement has in- 
creased tlie isolation of Isra- 
el and the American State De- 
partment warning has revealed 
Israel’s hand-line policy. Inspi- 
te of this, Israel's ruling bibli- 
cal mentality persists in refus- 
ing peace. 

Whether or not the EEC st- 
atement was issued in coordi- 
nation with President Carter’s 
- - as some of the American 
press claim --the basis seems 
to be the same. The basis for 
peace is agreed upon by the 
U.S., the nine nation EEC, the 
USSR and all East European 
countries. The basis for peace 
remains that: Israel with- 

draws from the occupied Arab 
territories, the right of Pales- 
tinians be reinstated for self- 
determination and for the cre- 
ation of an identity and that no 
land be annexed by force or by 
the right of conquering. 

The paper concluded that si- 
nce the basis for peace is ag- 
reed upon the next stage re- 
mains that an international pl- 
an be formulated to execute 
these goals. 

The paper said that it is hi- 
gh time that such an interna- 
tional plan be initiated in or- 
der that Israel understand that 
the world will not permit the 
use of force in the area nor al- 
low the endless state of no 
war and no peace.

American State Department 
warning to the quietness that 
precedes a tempest The paper 
feels the comparison fits U.S.- 
Israeli relations more than Eu- 
ropean-Israeli relations since 
the EEC summit statement on 
the Middle East which has al- 
so been disturbing to Israel. 

The paper noted that Fran- 
ce since 1967 has been the le- 
ader of the stand against Is- 
raeli occupation and that the 
EEC has previously issued such 
statements since the October 
War. But Israel has been mak- 
ing a great diplomatic effort to 
prevent Europe from making 
such a turn by taking advanta- 
ge of Holland’s stand which has 
always been biased towards 
Israel. Similarly West Germ- 
any and Britain seem to al- 
ways coordinate their policy 
with that of the U.S. Thus the 
collapse of Israel’s pillars in 
Europe no doubt enrage Isra- 
el and call the attention of 
the Israeli citizen to the wor- 
ld’s stand against occupation. 

The paper said that if the 
U.S. and Europe continue with 
this policy and Israel persists 
in its stubbornness, it will 
soon find itself completely iso- 
lated, especially since the 
USSR, East Europe, Africa and 
the Third World ma inrain a st- 
and against Israel’s occupati- 
on. 

The paper concluded, how- 
ever, that such an Isolation al- 
one will not change the Israelis 
who, like the Rhodesians and 
South Africans, must be re- 
sisted politically by the peop- 
le concerned. In the midst of 
a political resistance with the 
support of the above mention- 
ed nations Israel would find it- 
self forced to withdraw from 
the occupied territories. The 
paper believes that probably 
moderate Zionists would also 
play their role in forcing Isra- 
el to withdraw. One of Israel's 
Labour leaders has warned 
that he was afraid that Arabs 
might press the Israelis at a 
time when they had lost their 
friends.

VICTORIA, (Gemini) — At 
the airport a man in jungle 
green and a forage cap cover- 
ed our innocent jumbo jet 
with an automatic rifle: cover- 
ed us as we filed off the air- 
craft. 

Other men, similarly clad 
and armed, stood at other po- 
ints on the airport. With us 
were hundreds of tourists who 
had come to enjoy the islands. 
“Welcome to the Seychelles”, 
said a sign. It was 24 hours 
after the coup that had instal- 
led Prime Minister Albert Re- 
ne as president 

In the capital of Victoria it 
was as though a theatrical dir- 
ector had ordered "Clear the 
stage”. This bustling, busy lit- 
tle town I had known so well, 
with its people jostling in the 
market and tourists crowding 
around the curios stalls buying 
tortoise shell and coconut fib- 
re hats was deserted. The is- 
land was tinder a 24-hour cur- 
few. 

All that was on June 6. Sin- 
ce then things have been retur- 
ning to normal and 1 have pie- 
ced together the story of how 
it all happened. 

Exactly a year has passed 
since this 92-island country in 
the Indian Ocean - - popula- 
tion 60,000. area 172 square 
miles -- became independent 
on June 29, 1976. 


Just before independence the 
island's two political parties, 
James Man chain's rightwing 
SDP (Seychelles Democratic 
Party) and Albert Rene’s left- 
wing SPUP (Seychelles Peop- 
les United Party) formed a co- 
alition. It was a marriage of 
convenience, the British gov- 
ernment had insisted on before 
granting independence. 

The SDP was a party of bu- 
sinessmen and the more cons- 
ervative islanders, who prefer- 
red a laissez-faire capitalist at- 
titude to the economy. 

Rene's party, on the other 
hand, was socialist-inclined, 
worker-orientated, composed of 
men of the labouring classes 
plus teachers, young intellec- 
tuals and a smattering of left- 
wing lawyers. . 

It was an uneasy coalition. 
Mr. Man cham, 37, as president 
had executive powers. Mr. 
Rene, 42, was made prime mi- 
nister with no powers at all. 
The SPUP had only four minis- 
ters in a government of 12. 

The young left-wingers of 
Rene’s Darty had become in- 
creasingly restless at the lack 
of action to ameliorate the lot 
of the poor Seychellois. 

Low-cost housing had been 
promised, but not fulfilled. No- 
thing seemed to be done to 


find work for the unemploy- 
ed. The small farmers were 
incensed by uncontrolled food 
exports for the booming tour- 
ist industry. Land was being 
grabbed by foreigners. 

"There were too many cor- 
rupt, merchant interests in 
the government on Mancham's 
side”, said one man behind the 
coup and overriding all was 
the extraordinary and extrem- 
ely rash behaviour of James 
Mancham, who had become 
known as the “playboy presi- 
dent”. 

Mancham was hardly ever at 
home, travelling round the 
world at great expense, living 
it up at parties and usually 
accompanied by beautiful girls. 
The contrast between his life 
style and that of the ordinary 
Seychellois was blatant. 

When at home he used to 
drive to beaches in his open 
Rolls Royce. sirens screaming, 
with police outriders and of- 
ten accompanied by girls. Once 
popular in the islands, Man- 
cham tarnished his popularity 
with his playboy image. 

It was not, the islanders 
felt, the image that ought to 
be presented to the world by 
the young president of a new 
republic trying to make its 
way in a hard world. 

One Seychellois worker told 
me: "Jimmy seems to spend 
his time going round the world 
meeting rich people instead of 
staying at home trying to help 
the poor." 

If Mancham had stayed at 
home more he might have sav- 
ed the day for himself. When 


the coup was launched he was 
staying at London's Savoy 
Hotel at a daily rate higher 
than many islanders earn in a 
year. 

The time was ripe for Rene. 
Mancham was in London to 
attend the Commonwealth con- 


fly on the island, Mancham's 
special branch had gone over 
to the rebels and not told him 
what was going on. 

Some time ago four young 
Seychellois had been sent to 
Tanzania for training in arms 
and guerrilla work. They came 
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ference. Most of Mancham's 
ministers were out of the co- 
untry, so was the British com- 
missioner of police. 

A small citizen force of ab- 
out 200 young party militants 
had been put together secre- 


back to train the 200. The SP- 
UP had close relations with 
Tanzania. The core of four 
may have brought back arms. 
Certainly the militants had 
same arms when they broke 
into the little police armoury 
near Victoria. 


The taking of the police ar- 
moury was -all that was neces- 
sary to ensure the success of 
the coup. Two were killed, one 
loyal policeman who tried to 
resist with a gun, and one yo- 
ung rebel. Most of the police 
had gone over to Rene earlier. 
The rebels marched on an un- 
defended town. 

There is no evidence that the 
Soviet Union was behind the 
coup. "We did it ourselves," 
was the answer from many of 
the young militants when this 
question was put Rene him- 
self said that the British, the 
French and the Americans 
had phoned him with “kind 
messages", but the Russians 
and the Chinese were silent. 

Rene at his first news con- 
ference said: "We are not a 
mancist party, just Indian 
Ocean socialists”. He showed 
some anxiety that the British 
government should recognise 
his government as soon as pos- 
sible -- which it did. 

He wanted Britain to keep 
its expatriate technical advis- 
ers here, and said he was also 
anxious for good relations with 
France and the U.S., which has 
a big satellite tracking station 
on the island. Britain has just 
agreed a loan of £10 million 
for development, and is help- 
ing out with budgetary aid. 

Rene will form a citizen mi- 
litia, evidently from the nuc- 
leus of the men who staged 
the coup. There is some con- 
cern that Mancham might sta- 
ge a counter coup with merce- 
naries paid by his friends in 
Saudi Arabia. But it does not 
seem likely to happen. 


Has defeat number 2 washed Mrs. Gandhi out for ever ? 


Despite predictions to the contrary, Morarji DesaFs Janata 
Party swept the board again in the state elections Just as specta- 
cularly as they did tour months ago in the general electron. The 
popular wave of opposition to Mrs. Gandhi’s Congress Party has 
apparently lost none of its momentum. This second defeat makes 
it more doubtful than ever that Mrs. Gandhi will return to power 
This article looks backs on Mrs. Gandhi’s career and ana- 
lyses where she went wrong.

NEW DELHI (Gemini) — 
What is Mrs. Indira Gandhi’s 
political destiny? Will she ev- 
er be able to re-occupy the ce- 
ntre of India’s political stage? 
After the crushing defeat of 
Congress in the state elections 
it seems most unlikely. 

Mrs. Gandhi is passing thr- 
ough a period of . denigration, 
a phenomenon familiar in dic- 
tatorial nations where yester- 
day’s heroes, after their failu- 
re or death, become devil in- 
carnate. 

Her decade in India’s post- 
independence period will be 
properly assessed only after 
this present denigration ends. 
Mrs. Gandhi was neither the 
Goddess Kali -- the slayer of 
the evil -- nor an unmitigat- 
ed evil herself as her critics 
would make us believe. 

She was an ordinary mortal 
who forgot the historical pro- 
cess through which she reach- 


ed the pinnacle of her politi- 
cal glory. She worked for the 
love and affection of India’s 
teeming millions and then be- 
gan to take them for granted. 

It would be unfair to blame 
Mrs. Gandhi entirely for Cong- 
ress's downfall. It was declin- 
ing before she assumed pow- 
er, she postponed the evil day 
by almost a decade. 

She rejuvenated Congress 
and it lost power in several 
states in the 1967 general elec- 
tion but swept the polls in the 
1971 parliamentary and 1972 
state assembly elections. 

If Congress had continued 
to go down after 1967, a weak 
Congress might have left India 
at the mercy of an opposition 
splintered into many parties. 

Mrs. Gandhi’s regime gave 
time for the historical process 
of uniting opposition parties to 
form the formidable Janata 
Party and thus saved India fr- 
om disintegration. 

It is still disputed whether 
Nehru had groomed his daugh- 


ter for leadership after him or 
whether she built her own fac- 
tion in the Congress Party wi- 
thout his encouragement. 

Those putting the first the- 
ory point to the subtle manner 
in which he withdrew from key 
positions in the Congress orga- 
nisation and Mrs. Gandhi fill- 
ed the vacuum. 

The so-called Syndicate 
the caucus of party bosses 
was acquiring power m direct 
proportion to the decline in 
Nehru’s charisma. 

But it was keeping the ag- 
ing Nehru in good humour by 
countering the political influ- 
ence of those he distrusted ide- 
ologically -- like the present 
Prime Minister Morarji Desai 
-- and by giving important 
party posts to Indira. 

In this fiTst phase of her 
political career Mrs. Gandhi 
showed her strong will and ob- 
stinate determination, her dis- 
trust of others, and her skill 
in forming groups of her own. 
She operated unobstrusively so 
her manipulative ingenuity we- 
nt unnoticed. 

Perhaps with Nehru's tacit 
acquiescence, if not connivan- 
ce, she collected a group of 
leaders inside and outside gov- 
ernment who were not in the 
inner circle of the New Delhi 
power base. 

After Nehru’s death she was 
for some time minister of infor- 
mation and broadcasting in Lai 
Bahadur Shastri’s cabinet --a 


lonely figure, and a little frus- 
trated. But Shastri’s sudden 
death and the Syndicate's ac- 
tive manipulation made her 
India's third prime minister. 

The Syndicate leaders had 
calculated she would be a wil- 
ling tool in their power game. 
They were soon disillusioned. 
She ignored them and after re- 
election as prime minister in 
1967 drifted apart from them. .

In 1969 the Congress organisa- 
tion divided and they were 
ousted. 

It is unclear whether Mos- 
cow took the initiative in brin- 
ging the Communist Party of 
India nearer to her, but it be- 
came her image-builder and an 
instrument in slandering her 
critics as reactionary and cor- 
rupt 

During the emergency all th- 
ose with ideological predilec- 
tions were cast aside and an 
entirely new set of people wi- 


thout much political backgro- 
und gathered around her. Sa- 
njay Gandhi became the new 
centre of power. All those who 
would challenge him were sy- 
stematically politically elimi- 
nated. 

Mrs. Gandhi’s troubles were 
mainly political and entirely 
due to her style of function- 
ing; her distrust of others and 
a tendency to concentrate po- 
wer in her hands. 

From the beginning of her 
political career she had dis- 
played distrust of all those 
who were equal or bigger than 
her in political stature. Even 
after the powerful party bos- 
ses had been eliminated, she 
gradually removed chief minis- 
ters who had support in their 
states and imposed political li- 
ghtweights as her nominees. 

Even political lightweights 
lost her support the moment 
they began to gain popularity. 
One such chief minister Hem- 
vati Nandan Bahuguna, now in 
Janata Party, graphically des- 
cribed this attitude: “Mrs. Gan- 
dhi plants trees and shakes 
than from time to time to en- 
sure that the trees did not ta- 
ke roots.” 

When Mrs. Gandhi found to- 
wards the end of 1974 that she 
could not handle the mass up- 
surge, particularly the youth 
power led by Jayaprakash Na- 
rayan, she lost her nerve. The 
adverse court verdict on June 
12 1975, m the election petition 


filed against her speeded the 
political pace. On June 26 she 
proclaimed the emergency. 

Mrs. Gandhi Is not the type 
of politician to leave the poli- 
tical stage quietly. She is a fi- 
ghter. Even after the most cru- 
shing defeat at the polls she 
hag managed to retain her hold 
over the party organisation. It 
is her critics who have been 
isolated from the party's main- 
stream. 

Former party chief Dev Ka- 
nta Borooah, the author of the 
legend "India is Indira", who 
became the rallying centre of 
anti-Mrs. Gandhi revolt after 
the Congress poll debacle, do- 
es not find a place in the par- 
ty hierarchy. 

Mrs. Gandhi perhaps calcu- 
lates that she will be able to 
protect Sanjay, against whose 
industrial empire the Maruti 
Inquiry Commission has been 
set up, if she keeps the Cong- 
ress in her grip. 

Her critics believe die will 
bring down Congress by such 
tactics. They contend that she 
is not only unrepentant for all 
that happened during the last 
two years In India but makes 
it appear her son and his oth- 
er associates were Innocent 

The state assembly elections 
looked like her last dunce to 
recover. The crushing defeat of 
Congress for the second time 
in four months must make her 
political revival very doubt- 
ful.

For the purpose of wildlife 
preservation, the government 
has- signed several internatio- 
nal agreements. 

Such an agreement was ini- 
tialled to set up the oasis at 
Azraq as an “international wet- 
land sight” for migrating birds, 
particularly the half million 
ducks and geese which pass 
through Jordan annually to es- 
cape the cold winter in East- 
ern Europe and the Soviet 
Union. Headed for Iraq, Iran 
and Africa, they use Azraq as 
a resting place where they can 
obtain food and water. 

The number of ducks pass- 
ing through Jordan has been 
increasing because of the dis- 
appearance of wetlands in the 


northern part of Palestine. Dr. 
AT Qasem added. 

Jordan signed another inter- 
national agreement to partici- 
pate in international efforts to 
regulate and stop trade in en- 
dangered species of wildlife 
and plants. 

According to this agreement, 
Jordan does not import white 
elephant ivory, whale and wha- 
le products, nor does it import 
crocodile skin or the fur of 
animals threatened with extinc- 
tion. such as that of white 
seals. 

In an attempt 10 encourage 
other Arab countries to follow 
suit, the RSCN. in cooperation 
with the Arab Educational. 
Scientific and Cultural Orga- 
nisation (AESCO), organises 
training courses to enable par- 
ticipants from Arab countries 
to observe the methods used by 
Jordan to protect its nature. 

Furthermore, Dr. Al Qassem 
said, the society is taking the 
initiative to encourage other 
Arab countries, such as Saudi 
Arabia. Lebanon, Kuwait and 
Qatar, to establish similar so- 
cieties. 

The society is supported by 
the government as well as by 
international organisations such 
as the World Wildlife Fund. 
IUCN, UNESCO, the United 
Nations Environment Progra- 
mme and AESCO.

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Copper market 
uneasy over 
U.S. strike 
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LONDON. July 2 (AFP). — 
There was an immediate £20 
gain in copper prices yesterday 
in highly-nervous dealings on 
the London market following 
the news that the U.S. copper 
workers had gone on strike. 

They were protesting aga- 
inst the wage offers being ma- 
de for renewal of their three- 
year contracts, which expired 
Thursday. 

But sellers quickly reappear- 
ed and prices were slashe dwh- 
en it was learned that Kenne- 
cott, one of the major U.S. 
copper producers, was making 
a new offer for immediate dis- 
cussion. 

At the time of the previous 
wage agreement renewal in 


1974, supplies were less plen- 
tiful than they are now and 
prices jumped to their highest- 
ever levels of £1,400 for cash 
wi rebars (never since approa- 
ched) in April in anticipation 
of a protracted dispute. Altho- 
ugh certain sectors of the in- 
dustry did stop work at that 
time, the strike was over in 
August and prices quickly plu- 
mmeted to under £600 for pro- 
mpt delivery, levels last seen 
almost two years before. 

The sensitive state of the 
market at this particular time 
every third year is etched in 
dealers’ memories by the nine 
month strike in the U.S. min- 
ing industry in 1967. which 
stretched well into the follo- 
wing year. It brought actual 
shortages and soaring prices. 


Tanzania plans to set 
up its own airline 


DAR ES SALAAM, July 2 
(AFP). — Following the colla- 
pse of the jointly owned East 
African Airways Corporation 
(EAA) Tanzania is planning to 
spend 147 million shillings 
(518.39 million) for the deve- 
lopment of Air Tanzania. 

The main problem facing Air 
Tanzania was lack of a work- 


shop for maintenance of air- 
craft, Amir Jamal, Minister of 
Transport and Communication 
said. To solve the problem, a 
workshop would be built in 
the near future with assistan- 
ce from Holland which has pl- 
edged to sell more Fokker 27 
planes to Tanzania, Mr. Jamal 
said.

U.S. tells big 
companies to 
switch to coal 


WASHINGTON, July 2 (R). 
— The U.S. government yes- 
terday told some of America’s 
biggest companies to switch to 
coal and stop using oil and na- 
tural gas as their main sources 
of power. 

Twenty eight plants -- amo- 
ng them General Motors, U.S. 
Steel, Boeing. Dupont. Shell 
Oil, Texaco and Exxon -- and 
18 utility companies were told 
by the Federal Energy Admi- 
nistration (FEA) to start con- 
verting to coal at a cost of 
$670 million. 

The FEA also ordered 27 fa- 
ctories or plants under con- 
struction to use coal as their 
main form of energy. 

These were the first conver- 
sion orders under President 
Carter’s .energy conservation 
programme. The United States 
has huge reserves of coal and 
Mr. Carter wants it used when- 
ever possible in place of dw- 
indling stocks of oil and natur- 
al gas. 

The FEA said the orders wo- 
uld cut oil consumption by 

45.6 million barrels a year and 
natural gas by 14 billion cubic 
feet (four billion cubic met- 
res). Coal use would rise by 

12.6 million tons a year. 

Bahrain to issue 
development bonds 

BAHRAIN, July 2 (R). — De- 
velopment bonds worth 10 mil- 
lion Bahraini dinars (about £15 
million) will be issued here in 
two or three months to help 
curb inflation and rationalise 
capital investments, Bahrain’s 
daily newspaper Akhbar A1 Kh- 
alij (Gulf News) reported to- 
day. 

The first bonds issue, which 
will be guaranteed by the go- 
vernment. will be followed by 
two more of 10 million Bah- 
raini dinars each, the paper 
said. 

It added that the first issue 
was for banks and commercial 
establishments only.

Sweden gears up for OPEC meet 


Greece must restrain 
wage claims, fight 
inflation says OECD 


STOCKHOLM, July 2 (AFP). 

— Sweden is gearing up to we- 
lcome the ministerial confe- 
rence of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC), opening near here on 
July 12. 

Welcome is perhaps not the 
right word, however, since Sw- 
eden will do little more than 
bow to the organisation’s re- 
quest for facilities to hold the 
annual price-fixing session. 

Despite the problems posed 
by such a meeting in terras 
of housing and security, the 
government has scant choice 
but to meet the request given 
Sweden's heavy dependence on 
Imported old and the impor- 
tance of maintaining good re- 
lations with producing countr- 
ies. 

About 150 delegates from 
the 13-nation organisation are 
expected here from July 12 
to 15 in addition to an estim- 
ated 300 foreign corresponde- 
nts. 

The sleepy summer resort 
of Saltsjoebaden, about 20 

kins. (12 miles) from Stockho- 

lm will be the site of the con- j 
ference, not so much for its 
turn -nf-the- century charm - a*- i - 
for the relative ease of main ' 
taining security there. 

Sweden is intent on preven I 
ting any recurrence of the kind ] 
of attack that marred an OP- 


EC ministerial meeting in Vie- 
nna in December, 1975. 

Sweden, though neutral, has 
not been spared by terrorists 
over the past few years either. 

In 1971, Yugoslavia’s ambas- 
sador was shot dead. Two yea- 
rs later, Croatian nationalists 
hijacked an airliner and in 
1975, a commando linked to 
the Baader-Meinhof group occ- 
upied the West German Emba- 
ssy. 

Just two months ago, auth- 
orities announced the disma- 
ntlement in Stockholm of an- 
other terrorist group, also sa- 
id to be affiliated with the 
Baader-Meinhof gang. 

The hotel reserved for the 
delegates and the tiny park 
that surrounds it on three sid- 
es - - the ocean is on the other 
- - are said to be easy for sur- 
veillance. 

About 500 police will hand- 
le the security details on land 
and by sea. 

To bolster precautions, de- 


legates will be ferried by he- 
licopter to the hotel’s carefu- 
lly manicured lawns directly fr- 
om Stockholm’s International 
Airport. 

The hotel staff, meanwhile, 
have been under close watch 
since scheduling of the con- 
ference here in January. Tho- 
se who are veterans as well as 
those hired to meet the incr- 
eased demands of the confe- 
rence are being screened to 
ferret out anyone considered 
less than reliable. 

For fear that suspect elem- 
ents might mix with the press 
corps, journalists will be put 
up in a schoolhouse several hu- 
ndred metres (yards) from the 
hotel which will be off limits 
to reporters. 

Authorities, however, have 
promised the press that ade- 
quate transmission facilities will 
be available and thrown in as 
an added attraction. In addi- 
tion to the OPEC meeting, the 
birth of a crown prince could 
come in mid-July, when Que- 
en Sylvia is expecting. 


PARIS, July 2 (R). — The Or- 
ganisation for Economic Coo- 
peration and Development 
(OECD) said here today Greec- 
e’s economic policies were wo- 
rking but wage claims must 
be kept down to break the inf- 
lation spiral. 

In its un r 1 ** 1 review of Gr- 
eek economic prospects the 
24-nation OECD said: "Deve- 
lopments over the last year or 
two and forecasts for 1977 su- 
ggest that economic policies 
had a fair degree of success 
in meeting short-run econom- 
ic needs.” 

But, the survey added, the 
fight against inflation should 
be reinforced to achieve a las- 
ting improvement. "What is 
eminently desirable is a general 
consensus on the need for mo- 
deration of income developm- 
ents," tbe report said. 

Wages would rise by about 
12,5 per cent for men during 
1977, compared with 15 per 
cent in 1976, with prices ris- 
ing about 10 per cent, down 
from last year’s 1355 per cent, 
it added.

Syria, Argentina sign protocol 


DAMASCUS, July 2 (R). — 
Syria and Argentina today si- 
gned their first economic and 
trade cooperation protocol, 
negotiated by a visiting Arge- 
ntinian delegation over the pa- 
st three days. 

Official sources said the pro- 
tocol provided for the forma- 


tion of a joint committee to 
follow up the implementation 
of the agreement 

The pact was signed by Dr. 
Ammar Jamal. Assistant Mini- 
ster of Economy and Foreign 
Trade, and Colonel Raoul Ju- 
ra, Foreign Under Secretary 
for Economic Affairs who hea- 
ded the Argentinian delegation.

Pairs >. has teamed up with a 
talented newcomer, Domi- 
nique Pilon. Pilon came up 
with a sparkling defensive 
play on this hand from the 
French Trials. 

The bidding was unre- 
markable. After Jais opened 
one diamond in third seat. 
South bid what he thought 
he could make and became 


declarer at four spades. 

Pilon led his top diamond, 
Jais won the ten. cashed the 
ace and continued with £he j 
king. Declarer ruffed with 
the jack of trumps and Pilon 
discarded a club! 

Declarer was 'convinced 


that the king of spades was 
with East. Since he wanted 
to get to dummy to finesse in 
case East had the guarded 
king, he ducked a club. His 
plan was to ruff the third 

club in dummy as an entry 
for the trump finesse. Jais 
won and led a fourth dia- 
mond. and now Pilon scored 
the trump king for a one- 
trick set. 

That the derense was vital 
was borne out by events at 
the other table, where the 
same contract was reached 
and play to the first three 
tricks started in the same 

way. Here, however. West 
overruffed the third dia- 
mond and shifted to a club. 

Declarer won in hand, 
cashed the ace of spades and 
entered dummy by leading a 

low trump to the six. The ace 
of hearts was cashed for a 
club discard and the queen 
of hearts was led for a ruff- 
ing finesse. East covered, de-

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Vance warns againsf failure to 
end discrimination in S. Africa 


WASHINGTON, July 2 — Se- 
cretary of State Cyrus Vance 
has presented an “affirmative" 
policy for Africa which 
will actively seek to promote 
economic development in a pe- 
aceful continent. 

In the Carter administration's 
first comprehensive stateme- 
nt of policy toward Africa, the 
secretary described the contin- 
ent's vast potential in human 
and material terms, adding th- 
at "Africa’s potential Is tied 
to our own. (But) the future 
of Africa will be built with 
African hands.” 

Speaking at the plenary session 
of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Coloured 
People (NAACP) in St. Louis 
yesterday, Mr. Vance made it 
plain tha t the Carter admini- 
stration intended to take an 
active interest in African aff- 
airs. He noted that economic 
aid would rise sharply under 
the latest request, and he str- 
essed the importance the Uni- 
ted States places on human ri- 
ghts, citing particularly the 
"massive violation of human 
rights” in Uganda. 

But it was Southern African 
concerns that formed the ma- 
jor part of the secretary's po- 
licy statement He said be ho- 
ped to see an independent Zim- 
babwe in 1978 and ultimately 
an independent Namibia. He 
looked for “hill political par- 
ticipation by all Southern Af- 
ricans.” 

“The conflict in Rhodesia is 
growing. Rhodesian incursions 
into neighbouring countries ex- 
acerbate an already dangerous 
situation and deserve the con- 
demnation they have received. 
The choice between negotiated 
settlement and violent solution 
must be made now. The same 
is true for Namibia. Many Ji- 
ves -- black and white -- ha- 
ng in the balance," the secre- 
tary of state said. 

"The risk of increased fore- 
ign involvement is real. 


VILLAGE FEUD 
CLAIMS 19 LIVES 
IN TURKEY 

MUS, Turkey. July 2 (R). — 
Nineteen people were killed 
and six wounded when a long- 
standing feud over a plot of 
land erupted into a bloody battle 
m a tiny village in remote ea- 
stern Turkey, local authorities 
said here today. 

Members of two families cl- 
ashed in the village of Dog- 
antas near here yesterday, us- 
ing guns, sticks, stones and 
everything they could get the- 
ir hands on, officials said. 

Some 30 to 40 people were 
involved in the all-out battle in 
the village north of Lake Van 
and more than 1,000 tons, east 
of Ankara. 

Ten people were detained 
when paramilitary gendarmes 
arrived on the scene this morn- 
ing, officials said. 

The clashes lasted all day 
and into the small hours of 
the morning. 


SHOTS FIRED 
AT FRENCH PALACE 
IN ISTANBUL 

ISTANBUL. July 2 (AFP). 
— Shots were fired early this 
morning at the “French Pala- 
ce”, the summer residence he- 
re of the French ambassador. 

The gate guard said five yo- 
ung men demanded to see the 
ambassador, then forced their 
way through the gate and cut 
phone lines from the gate to 
the residence. 

Guard Musa Bo ran said the 
intruders struck him and shot 
at him, but that they then 
fled after he fired two shots at 
them. He said one of the five 
was French. 


“Violence within South Afri- 
ca grows. There may be mo- 
re time there than in Rhod- 
esia and Namibia for people 
of goodwill to achieve a solu- 
tion. But progress must soon 
be made, or goodwill could be 
lost" 

Noting that the United Sta- 
tes did not recognise the Tra- 
nskei, the secretary said, "We 
will not recognise Bophutha- 
tswana if its independence is 
proclaimed in December as 
scheduled.” Both are territor- 
ies which have been designa- 
ted as “homelands” by the So- 
uth African government for bl- 
acks within the country. 

Following his speech. Sec- 
retary Vance answered ques- 
tions from the floor and fr- 
om the press. Following are 
highlights of the speech and 
question-and-answer period. 

“Our approach,” Secretary 
Vance said, "is to build posi- 
tive relations with the Africa- 
ns primarily through support 
for their political independe- 
nce and economic development 
and through the strengthening 
of our economic, cultural and 
social ties.” 

Mr. Vance outlined the six 
“broad points” in the progra- 
mme : 

-- The United States, rather 
than reacting to arising situa- 
tions, will pursue its own ‘aff- 
irmative policies.” 

- - “Our objective must be to 
foster a prosperous and strong 
Africa that is at peace with it- 
self and at peace with the 
world.” 

-- U.S. encouragement of 
“African nationalism.” 

-- The support and promo- 
tion of human rights through- 
out Africa. 

- - Emphasis on cultural and 
economic ties with Africa as 
well as political. 

- - An openness on the part 
of the United States and a con- 
tinuing willin gness to coope- 
rate “even who we may not 
agree.” 

Economics and Aid 

The secretary said that U.S. 
economic assistance to Africa 
would be increased from $271 
mill ion in 1976 to $450 million 
in 1978, adding his hope. “That 
assistance from our European 
friends will also increase,” he 
mentioned specifically Senegal, 
Upper Volta and Mali for tech- 
nological assistance and said: 
“We will seek to increase our 
contribution to the African de- 
velopment fund, and we are 
requesting from the Congress 
$200 milli on for the SaheL” 

Mr. Vance noted that U.S. 
direct investment in sub-Saha- 
ran Africa increased “nearly 
six-fold aver the past 15 yea- 
rs,” adding that trade with 
Africa had gone up almost 12 
times in the same period. 

“We hope that all the major 
powers will join us in supp- 
orting African nationalism ra- 
ther than fragmenting it and 
in concentrating on economic 
assistance rather than arms,” 
he said. 

A questioner wanted to kn- 
ow if the United States was 
contemplating a programme 
for Africa similar to the Mar- 
shall Plan for Europe follow- 
ing World War Two. The se- 
cretary answered that the Uni- 
ted States did not have avai- 
lable “funds for such a plan” 
but said that there would be 
“a substantial increase in our 
foreign assistance” which be 
described as "fundamental in 
terms both of our foreign po- 
licy and our own national in- 
terests.” 

He was also asked where 
the increase in aid to Africa 
would go. Mr. Vance said that 
most of the increase would 
go to the Sahel fund and to 
a speqjal Southern Africa fund. 
AH of the $450 million would 
be in economic aid, he pointed 
out 


Human Rigfrts 

“Our. deep belief in human 
rights -- political, economic 
and social -- leads us to poli- 
cies that support their promo- 
tion throughout Africa,” Sec- 
retary Vance said. “Gross vio- 
lations of individual human di- 
gnity are no more acceptable 
in African terms than in ours 
. . . abuse of human rights is 
wrong on any grounds. It is 
particularly offensive when it 
is on the basis of race.” 

Arms Trade with Africa 

The secretary said that the 
United States would “consider 
sympathetically” requests for 
military aid from countries “th- 
reatened by a buildup of fore- 
ign military equipment and ad- 
visors on their borders.” But 
the general policy, he said, 
will be that “arms transfers 
to Africa will be an exception- 
al tool of our policy and will 
be used only after the most 
careful consideration.” 

As for the increase in Sovi- 
et arms and Cuban personnel 
in Africa, Mr. Vance said : “We 
cannot ignore this increase 
and we oppose it.” He war- 
ned that “it greatly enhan ce 
the danger that disputes will 
be resolved militarily rather th- 
an through mediation by Af- 
rican states or by the OAU 
ggaaisation of African Vni- 

“This danger is particular- 
ly great In the Horn, where 
there has been an escalation 
of arms transfers from the ou- 
tside. The current difficulties 
in Ethiopia, and the tensions 
among nations in the area, pr- 
esent complex diplomatic cha- 
llenges. We seek friendship wi- 
th all the governments of that 
region. We have established 
an embassy in the new nation 
of Djibouti, its peaceful acces- 
sion to independence-marks a 
step toward stability in what 
remains a troubled area.” Mr. 
Vance said. 

In the question period, he 
was asked the extent of U.S. 
military aid to Africa. He sa- 
id that it was "quite small” 
and that it was provided to 
"only a few countries." Milit- 
ary equipment was shipped fr- 
om the United States to Af- 
rica mostly through foreign mi- 
litary sales programmes and 
not as grant aid, Mr. Vance 
added. 

Southern Africa 

“We cannot impose solutions 
in Southern Africa,” Mr. Van- 
ce said, but he expressed hope 
for resolving the problems of 
JUiodesia and the establishm- 
ent of an independent Zimbab- 
we-^ffe said South Africa mu- 
-st be considered in relation to 
' both Rhodesia and Namibia as 
“they are intertwined,” and he 
warned that “progress must be 
made soon within South Africa 
if there is to be a possibility 
of peaceful solutions in the 
longer run.” 

A journalist asked him the 
mechanics of resolving the sit- 
uation in Rhodesia. Mr. Vance 
said that first “We and the 
British will try to develop a 
settlement based on the cons- 
titution” and this plan would 
then be submitted to the Briti- 
sh and Rhodesian parliaments. 
Secondly, , the secretary expla- 


ined, during the transition pe- 
riod an interim government 
would be assisted by “a law 
and order force, probably con- 
sisting of outside police for- 
ces from the United Nations 
or the Commonwealth.” Fin- 
ally there would be general el- 
ections in which “all would vo- 
te.” 

‘This constitution should in- 
clude a justiciable bill of righ- 
ts and an independent judici- 
ary, so that the rights of all ci- 
tizens, of ail races, are protec- 
ted.” "We also hope to lend 
greater assistance to the peo- 
ples of neighbouring nations 
whose lives have been disru- 
pted by the crisis in Southern 
Africa,” Mr. Vance said. 

Another question concerned 
what areas \hce President Mon- 
dale and Premier Vorster ag- 
reed on in their discussions in 
Vienna and where they disagr- 
eed. Secretary Vance said they 
had “a good deal of agreem- 
ent” on the question of Rhodes- 
ia and Namibia, but that on 
tire subject of South Africa, 
"There was sharp division and • 
lack of agreement”

Zambia’s Kaunda urges 
military victory in 
Rhodesia by end of 77 


Mr. Ecevifs gamble on attracting 
opposition votes may not pan out 
following “political quarantine ” 
imposed by Demirel and his allies

NDOLA, Zambia, July 2 (R). 
— 7-nwihifln President Kenneth 
Kaunda called today for a mili- 
tary victory in Rhodesia by the 
end of this year, and voiced 
new fears about possible at- 
tacks from the breakaway 
colony. 

The Zambian leader was ad- 
dressing three thousand plac- 
ard-waving supporters gather- 
ed at the airport in this copp- 
er-mining town 300 kms. north 
of Lusaka to meet visiting Mo- 
zambique President Samora 
MacheL 

Dr. Kaunda said the "front- 
line” states of Mozambique, 
Tanzania, Botswana and Zam- 
bia “must continue to provide 
reliable rear bases for the Pa- 
triotic Front (Rhodesian na- 
tionalist) troops so that they 
can finish their job by the end 
of this year so that next year 
Zimbabwe can be free.” 

Mozambique has recently 
come under repeated attack fr- 
om white minority-ruled Rho- 
desia. 

"The only reason we have 
not sent troops, is that we kn- 
ow the moment we move tro- 
ops the enemy will come thro- 
ugh here,” Dr. Kaunda said. 

Dr. Kaunda has recently be- 
en preparing his countrymen 
for the possibility of incursi- 


ons since Rhodesian Preinter 
Ian Smith threatened that he 
might launch cross-border ra- 
ids against guerrilla bases fa 
Zambia. 

President Macbel told Dr, 
Kaunda that Zambia was still 
suffering economic hardship 
and had not enjoyed the “sw£. 
etness of independence” beca- 
use it bordered on white mino- 
rity run countries. 

The Mozambique leader is 
to be made an honorary flee, 
man of Ndola and opened the 
Zambian trade fair here before 
he and President Kaunda fly on 
to Libreville. Gabon, for the 
Organisation of African Unity 
Summit. 

Before President Machel ar- 
rived Dr. Kaunda viewed tri- 
bal dancing and at one point 
picked up a guitar to sing a 
song of his own composition 
during his days as activist for 
Zambian independence from 
Britain. 

“While others want the best 
clothes, we are fighting for 
freedom” the song says. 

In his speech President Kau- 
nda expressed solidarity with 
Mozambique and said be did 
not want '[peace in slavery” 
for Rhodesia's six million bl- 
acks. He also called for inde- 
pendence in Namibia (South- 
west Africa) and majority rule 
in South Africa.

ANKARA, July 2, (R). — 
Turkey’s minority social demo- 
cratic government faces a cru- 
cial confidence vote tomorr- 
ow -- less than a month after 
the general elections which br- 
ought it to power. 

Premier Bulent Ecevit is se- 
eking parliamentary approval 
of his plans to strengthen the 
economy and restore law and 
order, against what appeared 
today to be lengthening odds'. 

Many business and professi- 
onal leaders who were not 
sympathetic to Mr. Ecevit in 
the past hope he will succe- 
ed, fearing the alternative will 
be another period of govern- 
ment crisis and faction-ridden 
coalitions, as has been the ca- 
se over the past few years. 

According to widespread ru- 
mours, a number of Turkey’s 
powerful but publicly silent mi- 
litary leaders are equally con- 
cerned about the need for cl- 
ear policy-making to bail the 
country out of its huge debts 
and stop the spread of politi- 
cal violence. 

Mr. Ecevit was named pre- 
mier by President Fahri Koru- 
turk after his Republican Pe- 
ople’s Party (RPP) strengthen- 
ed its position as the biggest 
party in parliament in electio- 
ns on June 5, though it still fell 
short of a majority. 

The three rightwing parties 
which governed in coalition 
until the elections have vowed 
to defeat Mr. Ecevit. They have 
a majority of 229 members in 
the 450-seat National Assemb- 
ly. 

The RPP has 214 members 
and today seemed certain of 


only two or three additional 
votes. 

If the rank-and-file members 
of the rightwing parties stick 
to party discipline and vote 
en masse to bring Mr. Ecevit 
down, the next step will pro- 
bably be an attempt by ex-Pre- 
mier Suleyman Demirel to bi- 
nd the three rightist parties in- 
to coalition again. 

To do this, he would have to 
offer key ministries to the 
strongly Islamic National Sal- 
vation Party (NSP), led by Mr. 
Necmettin Erbakan, and the 
ultra-right Nationalist Move- 
ment Party (NMP), led by Mr. 
Alpaslan Turkes. 

Centrist businessmen and 
newspaper comen ta tors fear 
that such a government would 
again prove unable to resolve 
major problems. 

Among these are Turkey’s 
huge balance-of payments de- 
ficit and accumulated foreign 
debt. Most import payments 
have been blocked since May 
by the shortage of foreign ex- 
change and some Turkish dip- 
lomats abroad have not been 
paid for at least two months. 

Mr. Erbakan’s insistence on 
unrestrained spending for in- 
dustrial development was th- 
ought to have aggravated the 
crisis under .the last govern- 
ment, and he' can be expected 
to continue that policy if he re- 
turns to the cabinet 

In addition, military men are 
said to fear that Mr. Erbakam, 
a hard-liner on Cyprus, would 
block any compromise settle- 
ment on the island’s future. 
Without movement towards a 
settlement the United States 
is likely to continue to limit 
arms credits for Turkey - - a 
major headache for the mili- 


tary. 

The NMP ’s Mr. Turkes, who 
commands the loyalty of right- 
wing strongarm squads on 
campuses- and streets across 
the country, is blamed by the 
left and much of the centre 
for contributing to the wide- 
spread political violence of the 
past year. 

Mr. Turkes argues that the 
violence comes from the left 
and that his militants are on- 
ly defending themselves. 

If he becomes deputy pre- 
mier again, the result could 
be a sharpening of the strug- 
gle that has bloodied and para- 
lysed many of the universities. 

Mr. Ecevit, bidding for the 
centre, presented a moderate 
government programme, drop- 
ping leftist-oriented campaign 
themes. He concentrated on 
the need to salvage the eco- 
nomy and halt violence. 

The RPP leader was clearly 
trying to woo moderate mem- 
bers of Mr. Demirel’s Justice 
Party and Mr. Erbakan’s 
NSP. The rightwing leaders 
responded by pulling their me- 
mbers out of the assembly 
they walked out rather than 
listen to the government pro- 
gramme and then boycotted 
the debate preceding the confi- 
dence vote. 

Newspaper reports said that 
Justice Party leaders, keep- 
ing an eye on members, have 
been holding daily meetings of 
the parliamentary group and 
checking up on anyone who 
fails to attend. 

The tactics prompted Prem- 
ier Ecevit to remark mocking- 
ly that Mr. Demirel and his 
allies were keeping their party 
members “in political quaran- 
tine.” 


Yemeni president begins 
Saudi visit, welcomes 
Sadat's summit proposal 


SAN’A, July 2 (R). — North 
Yemeni President Ibrahim Ai 
Hamdi left San’a today for 
a two day visit to Saudi Arabia. 

He will also visit France and 
Tunisia. 

President Hamdi told rep- 
orters before departure that he 
would discuss with King Kha- 
led cooperation between the 
two countries. 

Yemen’s Foreign Minister 
Abdullah Al Asnag, who is ac- 
companying President Hamdi 
in his tour told reporters that 
the Yemeni presklent would 
also discuss with King Khaled 
the Yemeni call for an Arab 
Summit to discuss the situation 
in the Middle East. 

Mr. Al Asnag welcomed Pre- 
sident Sadat’s proposal for an 
Arab mini-summit to be held 
in Lebanon to discuss the sit- 
uation in the southern Leba- 
non where the Lebanese right 
is fighting the left and their 
Palestinian allies. 


He said; “The situation in 
southern Lebanon is very ser- 
ious and one of the main sub- 
jects the Yemen Arab Repub- 
lic wishes to discuss in any Ar- 
ab summit any time and any 
where.” 

He also said that the Ye- 
meni call for an Arab summit 
was aiming at putting an end 
to disputes among Arab coun- 
tries. 

Mr. Al Asnag said the Ye- 
meni and the Saudi sides wo- 
uld also discuss Saudi partici- 
pation in implementing a nu- 
mber of projects in Yemen's 
five year development plan. 

The Yemeni delegation acc- 
ompanying President Hamdi al- 
so includes Deputy Prime Mini- 
ster in charge of finance and 
economic affairs, Mohammad 
Al Juneid and Minister of De- 
velopment, Mohammad Salem 
Basendwa.

Radioactive gas leak 
in France causes uproar 
but is not dangerous 


PIERRELATTE, France, July 2 
(R), — Decontamination after 
a leakage of radioactive poison 
gas from a nuclear fuel proce- 
ssing plant here will take se- 
veral days, officials said today. 

None of the nine workmen 
in the contaminated zone at the 
time of yesterday’s leakage 
was kept in hospital after be- 
ing examined medically, the 
French Atomic Energy Cbnun- 
isston said in a statement. 

Tirades unions today called 
for nationalisation of the pri- 
vate company which owns the 
factory in southeastern Fiance, 
saying its safety provisions we- 
re not as good as those of 
similar state-run plants. 

Company officials said the 
gas, which leaked for 20 min- 
utes, had posed no serious da- 
nger. 

The leakage was from a cyl- 
inder containing 8.5 tons of the 
gas. Eyewitnesses said it for- 
med a white, mushroom-shap- 
ed cloud in the blue sky over 
the factory. 

Police diverted traffic for 
several hours while experts co- 
llected air samples in a 10 kms. 
(six-mile) radius. 


A spokesman for the Gom- 
urfaex company which owns 
the factory, 50 kms. north of 
Avignon, told reporters a gei- 
ger-counter check showed the- 
re was no radio-active conta- 
mination more than 60 metres 
from the plant. 

The spokesman said the le- 
akage was caused by workmen 
breaking a tap on the steel 
cylinder. 

The company produces a ch- 
emical called UJF. 6 - - uranium 
hexafluoride -- which it sends 
to the United States and the 
Soviet Union to be processed 
into enriched uranium fuel for 
nuclear power stations. 

Scientists said the gas was 
slightly radioactive but that 
its toxic characteristics were 
more dangerous than the radi- 
ation. It could cause scarring 
of lung tissue, they said. 

The incident was splashed 
on the front pages of French 
daily newspapers today, and 
observers said it could boost 
the campaign of anti-nuclear 
protesters who plan a big de- 
monstration later this month 
at Malvflle, near Lyons, aga- 
inst a planned nuclear power 
station.

Why has collecting become 
such a craze? In some cases 
there is aesthetic pleasure, but 
more powerful is the feeling of 
lost craftsmanship as we look 
bade from an age of cheap 
plastic and shoddy goods made 
never to last. 

More important is the ever- 
deepening nostalgia cult sweep- 
ing the Western world which

has brought in its train a pre- 
servation mania, stimulated for 
curiosity value, artistic, senti- 
mental and monetary. 

In Britain, spinning wheel 
bobbins, once taken for grant- 
ed, are now precious discover- 
ies, like bits of old kitchen 
equipment Three generations 
ago watch-chains had little gold 
scoops attached to them, al- 
lowing smokers to pack tobac- 
co into their pipes without 
soiling their fingers. These pipe- 
stops are now collectors’ piec- 
es, like pictures made with 
wool, hair or paper, ivory- 
handled toothbrushes of 70 
years ago, old hatpins, toy 
money-boxes, teapots shaped 
like cottages flat-iron, babies’ 
feeding bottles... 

Americas humourist George 
Axelrod said he would rather 
know what kind of loo paper 
Julius Caesar used than how 
he conquered Gaul. We shall 
never know. But Britons yet 
unborn will know the sort po- 
pular in the 1970's, thanks to 
collectors like Robert Opie, a 
London marketing man. 

His obsession is product pac- 
kaging -- yoghurt cartons, de- 
tergent packets, margarine wra- 
ppers, cornflake boxes, toilet 
rolls. He is a kind of historian 
of the throwaway society. 'The 
packaging of consumer goods 
has had a more levelling effect 
upon society than tbe argu- 
ments of Kari Marx”, he savs.' 

His collection of over 100,000 
items dates from the 1880’s to 


tbe present day. He continu- 
ously scours antique ' stalls to 
add to the bottles, tins, jam and 
packets. Eating helps him to 
keep up with the flood of new 
packaging. “I eat three diffe- 
rent cereals a week - - that’s 
150 different packets a year, 
which covers the market com- 
pletely.” 

Eating was more completely 
the basis for many years of the 
30,000 chocolate wrappers ama- 
ssed by Harry Levene of North 
London. 

'Tve always been very fond 
of chocolate", he explains. ‘Tve 
tried about 4, (WO different typ- 
es”. In 1964 he began to ask 
manufacturers to send him 
wrappers -- and with hundreds 
of makers collaborating all over 
the world his collection has ex- 
panded to some 85 countries. 

In tbe Surrey, England, home 
of Mick and Marion Joannou 
the telephone is the thing -- 
scores of antique instruments 
going back to the first “stick 
receivers” of nearly 100 years 
ago. They have more than 250 
phones of many types: they are 
now very valuable, but Mick, 
a servicing mechanic, is too 
much in love with them to sell 
them. 

There is elegance in many an 
old nre-1914 phone, but you can 
hardly sav that of beer-cans. 
That would be fighting talk, 
however, to America's 90,000 
collectors of the cans. Keen col- 
lectors distinguish “schools" 
among the designers, the Tit- 


ians and Tintorettos of the tins. 

Joe Veselsky of Hlcksvilie, 
Long Island, New York, car- 
ries a lot of weight among the- 
se collectors. He has amassed 
5,600 empty beer cans, plus 
50,000 beer bottles, 500 beer 
trays, 350 old embossed beer 
bottles, 750 beer tap knobs 
and 250 beer glasses and mugs. 
But he says he’s a modest dri- 
nker. “I don’t have no beer bel- 
ly”, he declares defensively. 

About ten years ago in Ame- 
rica a craze for collecting bar- 
bed wire began. And If you 
think there can only be about 
half a dozen types of barbed 
wire you would be wrong. 
There rre more than 1200, with 
some types running to more 
than a dozen variations. 

Every year there are some 
30 conventions of barbed wire 
collectors, with much wire ch- 
anging hands. Some “variations 
men” have collected more than 
1200. Collectors look at wire 
with great expertise; they can 
spot forgeries and even tell if 
a wire was on a fence running 
north-south or east-west. There 
is of course, a collectors’ “bib- 
le”, the annual prices handbook 
and flourishing journals devot- 
ed to the hobby. 

There are men and women 
with a really offbeat collecting 
hobby. Author Barbara Jones, 
of London's Hamostead, has a 
collection of death and mourn- 
ing relics, like miniature coff- 
ins. skulls and shrouds. 

But in Britain one of the cra- 
ziest collections came into the 
news some years ago, when 
Stanley Swift of Manchester 
was deen in his hobbv of coll- 
ecting bits of old tram-track 
and had nearly 3.000 speci- 
mens from all over the coim- 
trv. He would get council per- 
mission to dig up a street and 
would then get to work with 
a 10 lb. sledge-hammer, a pick- 
axe. carowbar, hacksaw and a 
trolley. 


$ TOKYO, July 2 (R). — The Japanese organisers of the world 
karate championships told the Israeli team they were banned from 
taking part and would not be welcome at today's opening cere- 
mony. The organisers gave no official reason for the banning, but 
the Israeli ambassador to Japan, Sbaul Ramati, said he was told 
the 11-member Israeli team were barred for security reasons. 
Members of the Israeli team, who were formally invited to the 
35-nation championships by the federation, said today they had 
received a number of telephoned death threats at their hotel. 

— A Republic of Djibouti delegation 
left the newly-lndependent African state last night for the_ United 
States.

Kamil, will leave for New Yore 
where they are scheduled to meet with U.N. Secretary General 
Kurt Waldheim. They will present tbe U.N. leader with a letter 
from Djibouti President Hassan Gouled requesting admission tor 
his country to tbe international organisation, as its 148th member. 

* CAPETOWN, July 2 (AFP). — Chief Lucas Mangope, Premier 
of the Boptauthatswana Bantustan, threatened yesterday to call off 
his territory's independence, scheduled to be declared on Decem- 
ber 6, because it "smells of fraud and shame." In a speech to a 
political meeting of coloureds here, the Tswana chief attacked 
“the arrogance of certain white politicians” and questioned the 
good-faith of the South African government's independence offer. 

* KARACHI, July 2 (R). — Pakistan's heaviest monsoon reins for 
over 40 years have caused at least 200 deaths, with many mo** 
people still missing, officials here said today. Eight inches (200 
mm) of rain fell in 12 hours on Thursday, Causing the Lyari and. . 
Malir Rivers, which flow through Karachi to overflow their banks 
and flood city streets In places to a depth of five to eight fen 
(13 to 23 metres). Rescue teams have recovered bodies from the 
rivers so far. More than 10,000 people have: been made homeless 
by the flooding. 

* JOHANNESBURG, July 2 (R). — Police used dogs and batons . 
to disperse about 150 parents and friends of detained blade stud- 
ents at police headquarters here Thursday night They had gone 
to the police station in John Vorster Square with food and cloth- 
ing for the students, who were among almost 200 arrested during 
black unrest last week. One woman said a police sergeant began 
pushing them out of the charge office “When I got outside the*® . 
were policemen and dogs. The police were hitting right and left 
with batons.” 

* SAN FRANCISCO. July 2 <R). — Former Black Panther leader - 
Eldridge Cleaver today filed a $43 million lawsuit against th e U3 - 
government for alleged harassment of himself and his wife. 
Kathleen. The suit complains that the Cleavers were deprived of 
their rights to free speech, to assemble peacefully, to privacy and - 
to life and liberty with due process of law. Cleaver, who is frt® 
on $100,000 bail following a murder charger dating from 19®. 
said he was not interested in rejoining the panthers was an- 
xious to put the past behind him. 

* DACCA, July 2 (R). — Villagers In northwest Bangladesh foughj 
a tug of war last night with a monster python which swallowed 
a 25-year-old man up to the waist. Police said today the man 
was eventually pulled out of the python's jaws hut both to 
the 30-foot (10 metre) snake died in the struggle. •
